THE MINING DISPUTE 


The following account of a coal 
mining dispute in Nova Scotia will 
be interesting as it shows that the 
time has come when an effort is be- 
ing made by labour organizations in 
this country to break free from the 
domination of the Unions on the 
other side of the line. 

‘“The Board of Conciliation ap- 
pointed to adjust the differences be- 
tween the Dominion Coal Company 
and its employees has reported to 
the Minister of Labour. The dis- 
pute is really between the Provincial 
Worker’s Association, a local Nova 
Scotia union, and the United Mine 
| Worker’s Association, an internat- 
ional organization. The allegation 
was that the céal company discrim- 
inated in favour of the members of 
the Canadian union. The company 
admitted this charge, and said ‘that 
the reason it refused to recognize the 
international union was because it 
was a foreign organization with 
| dangerous and menacing powers in 
lits constitution. The majority of 
the Board find strongly in the com- 
pany’s favour, holding that no 
foreign body should exercise juris- 
diction over the industrial interests 
of Nova Scotia.’’ 

If the coal miners in this Province 
were free to act for themselves and 
use their own Union funds, the pre- 
| Sent strike would not have to go un- 
[enbporsen and would not fall flat 

and absolutely fail to accomplish. 
any results as the strike of the 
miners under the present circum- 
stances is bound to do within a very 
few weeks. Why should our miners, 
| printers, etc., send their union funds 
over the line and then, when they 
are in need of money, as the miners 
are now, find that no help is forth- 
coming.

HORSES FOR 


THE SALES RING 


The amount of money that an animal 
of the horse kind Will bring at private 
or public sale depends largely upon 
whether the animal is in high flesh, 
well groomed and has a sleek, glossy 
coat or is thin in flesh and rough coat- 
ed. The selling value of an animal can 
often be increased from one to two 
hundred dollars by the addition of one 
or two hundred pounds of flesh, and 
the cost of adding that amount of flesh 
will probably not be much more than 
one-fourth of the increased cash value. 

No owner can make a greater mis- 
take than to send his stock to the sales 
ring when thin in flesh, says the Horse 
Breeder. Three quarts of oats a day 
added to the regular ration, together 
with a half pint of West India or New 
Orleans molasses, and an addition of 
one gill of linseed mieal to the night ra- 
tion of grain continued for two months, 
with careful grooming every day, to 
keep the pores open and the coat free 
from dirt and a light woolen blanket 
in stable to keep the hair close to the 
body, will make such a marked im- 
provement in the condition of most

horses which are thin in flesh that 


they will hardly be recognized by 
those who formerly knew them. 

The quantity of the above necessary 
for one month will be about three 
bushels of oats, one and three-fourths 
gallons of molasses and three and onc- 
half quarts of linseed meal. The lat- 
ter will not only tend to fatten the ani- 
mal, but will make the coat soft and 
glossy. _Anmy one can figure the addi- 
tional cost per month of the above. 

Horses that have been broken to har- 
ness should be driven on the road 
some every day, and it will’ improve 
their coats to drive them sharply the 
last mile so as to start the perspiration 
and bring them to the stable warm, 
then straighten their hair with a rub 
rag, throw a light blanket over them 
and put them in their stalls, using 
care not to I&,them stand in a draft 
of air when the harness is being re- 
moved and they are being rubbed 
down, ‘ 

Colts not broken to harness should 
be broken to lead to bridle either by 
the side or in front of a pony of 
grooms running by their side, The 
price of well bred colts offered at pub- 
lic sale will largely depend upon what 
they show in the sales ring. The best 
gaited colt in the world that has not 
been educatedgand drilled to lead to 
bridle will make a poor showing in 
the ring. The statement that the 
youngster is perfectly green and has 
never been taught to lead will not help 


| the matter in the least, The purchaser 


will pay for just what he sees and no 
more, 

A hint to the wise is sufficient. The 
better your animals show the more 
money they will bring. It is just as 
important for farmers and small coun- 
try breeders who have horses to sell to 
put them in the best possible condition 
as for those who send their animals to 
the sales ring. City dealers who retail 
to customers are always ready to buy 
animals that are fat and sleek. 


Record Sheets Necessary. 

No up to date dairy barn, whether it 
contains one or 100 cows, should be 
without its daily record sheet aud ac- 
curate spring balance scales, if it be 
merely to intelligently estimate a 
year's earuings, writes Mrs, F’. Howie, 
one of Wisconsin's best dairy women. 
The day has gone by when a “good 
mess” will prove a satisfactory and 
conclusive answer to a buyer who 
wishes to invest his money with a 
clear understanding as to the probable 
outcome. “How many pounds and what 
per cent of, butter fat?’ is a fair 
question that any reliable dairyman 
should hold himself in readiness tu 
promptly answer, and the scales, with 
carefully kept records, will undoubted- 
ly now and then relieve his conscience 
from a severe strain. These, together 
with the Babcock test, will do even 
more, for by placing implicit reliance 
on them he will acqufre a confidence 
that will enable him to buy as well as 
sell to the best advantage.

* Protection to Farmers 


Ottawa.—A bill has been passed 
which is designed to protect the farm- 
ers of Canada from fraudulent manu- 
facturers of stock food, of which, it is 
said, hundreds upon . hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth are sold 
annually. By the new measure manu- 
facturers or their agents must take out 
licerjses and have a registered num- 
ber. The package of fertilizers must 
show the ingredients and guaranteed 
value. The stock foods must also 
show analysis of the food product. If 
the farmer suspects the quality of the 


| fertilizer or cattle food he can send a 


sample to the inland revenue depart- 
ment and have it analyzed for the 
fee of $1. ’

THE FUTURE OF WHEAT 


Cheapness of Land Has Governed the 
Price of Grain Throughout 
the World 


Thirty years ago the world’s wheat 
production was about 2,000,000,000 
bushels a year. It now averages 3,200,- 
000,000 bushels. As this increase is 
out of proportion to the increase in the 
world’s population, it is evident that 
wheat as a food substance is displac. 
ing other commodities previously 
used, Increase in production in this 
country has been a little more rapid 
than the average of world increase, 
The American crop of thirty years ago 
averaged about 300,000,000 bushels, 
and it is now about 600,000,000. 

The variation of conditions from 
year to year makes impossible any 
exact statement, but the figures of the 
last five years show a large decline in 
the percentage of American wheat ex- 
ported. From 1880 to 1889 about 30 
per cent. of the total crop was ex. 
ported, and from 1890 to 1899 about 33 
per cent. The average of the last Ave 
years has been about one-half of that 
of the preceding 25 years. While the 
maximum of possible acreage has not 
yet been reached, there is little or no 
probability that the acreage, if it is at 
all extended, will increase as rapidly 
as it did in earlier years when new 
railways were opening new areas to 
settlement and cultivation. In fact, 
the largest acreage in the record was 
that of 1901, when 49,895,514 acres 
were planted. The year 1903 followed, 
with 49,464,967 acres. The figures for 
1907 drop to 45,211,000. It is conceiv- 
able, though little probable, that 
another ten years may see 60,000,000 
acres in. wheat. The greater proba- 
bility is that the inerease in acreage 
will not keep pace with the increase in 
domestic demand, and that the predic- 
tions of some observers regrading the 
diminution of wheat exports will be 
justified. 

The conclusion is inevitable that 
with the passing of cheap land_there 
must al6o be a passing of cheap wheat, 
unless there shall be devised and 
adopted some profitable system of in- 
tensive cultivation, with decided in- 
crease in yield to the acre. The alter- 
native will be importation, duty free, 
ea countries that still have cheap 
and.
